A Hindoo body is sometimes burned 
when 3 rupef-i cover the, entire cxpeiif-crf. 
The rich Hindoo may bo somewhat ex- 
r-iii^ive. The Hindoo masses do every- 
thing simply and openly. They balbo 
out ot'door.1-', theypray out of do'jr.s, lh<y 
cook out of dnors, they die out, oi doors 
and their bodies are b-arnc-d out of dooi.,, 
There are three, burning ghats in 0»1- 
cul la.

Tho funeral pile of a poor Hindoo 


looks like an ordinary kitchen yard 
wood pile. But ]f you go up tlo-io to it, 
you discover soniotbing- very like a bu- 
iiiiin form, a glowing, charred mass, diK- 
tiiiguislujil from every other shape, .'iid- 
malo or iiianimati-, i'or tho Hindoos lit- 
erally purify their dead by fire. The 
body is burned until absolutely nothing 
remains but a handful of ashes, ashes 
wholly free from any unclean or poison- 
ous niallir. As (lie writer was closely 
(>b:<on in;,' th'i glowing pile a now body 
wa» brought in and the rile begun. 


Two coolies carried the body upon a 


rude litter, woven from coarso grasses 
and lu'ldtogelher by outlines of bamboo. 
Two of the dead man's brothers follow- 
ed, chatting pleasantly. 
Four stout 


sticks of wood were driven upright into 
tho ground, at tho comers of an imagi- 
nary parallelogram about six feet by 
(wo. 
Between these four posts were 


loosely laid sticks of dry, cheap wood. 
When (ho pile was a little moro than 
three feet high, the body was laid upon 
it. A dirly piece of crash, e>f Inequality 
the coolies wear about their loins, partly 
wrapped (ho dead. One of tho brothers 
stepped up and poured about four ounces 
(if oil over the boeby. This insured a 
quicker cremation, but was something 
of a luxury and not a universal practice. 
The oil must have cost about three pice. 
The either brat her paid the coolies, who 
shouldered the light, empty litter and 
marched guyly out. 


Mure wood was piled upon tho deael. 


A thin stick was lighted at the other 
funeral pile, which was now flaming 
finely, the second pile was lighted, and 
tho cremation of the newcomer was be- 
gun. Tlio two brothers appeared very 
interested in (he igniting and decidedly 
pleased when it was accomplished. They 
squalled down upon ihe ground, just so 
far from tho pile (hat they might foej 
(hat (heir scant, filthy garments were 
fairly safe from tho f-parks, but near 
enough to watch all the, changing phases 
of tho cremation and to see easily when 
it was constiinmateel 


They untied ti dirty rag from about a 


small bundle ono of them had brought 
with them. They took out a small carlh- 
unhovl. It was clean and shilling, and 
so was tho brass chill teo each lifted from 
his lilUiily turb.uieil heart. The chattees 
held water. Tho bowl held curry and 
rice. They fell to eating with gusto. 
And, pray, why not? They were eating 
to live. Their brother w,is burning to 
live — to Iho in Hindoo paradise. From. 
the Hindoo point of view this btaio was 
far more blessed. 


The cremation which was in full blast 


when the writer arrived was finally 
completed. Two distinct kinds of ashes 
were left. Tho human ashes were care- 
fully gathered into an old chattce. The 
authorities do not allow those ashes to 
be thrown into the river, and they aro 
never thrown there in tho presence of 
Europeans. Tho ashes of the wood were 
swept swiftly away. The bits of wood 
not quite burned were fi'ugally collected 
to be utilized in (ho next pile.

"Night, "sho goes ou, "is tho timo of 
Hindoo leisure, as indeed it is of most 
primitive peoples. The iuclosure was 
crowded with burning piles.

Wire Shafting. 


From a recently published estimate of 


the strength of tho proposed wire shafts 
for steamships it appears that in this im- 
portant respect the most satisfactory re- 
sult is realized. When made in five sec- 
tions, with a total length of 100 feet and 
15 inches diameter, the shaft will have 
23,000 No. 7 steel \fires, each 25 feet long, 
with 50,000 fastenings, and as each wire 
and each fastening will sustain a load of 
500 pounds without rupture or injury 
there is thus exhibited a total inherent 
strength of some 37,500,000 pounds, or an 
.amount 23 times greater thfin the con- 
tinuous force of an engine of o,000 horse- 
power, which is indeed a'significant show- 
ing.—New York Sun,

Venetian Mirrai'.i. 


The beauty and almost absolute per- 


fection characterizing tho mirrors pro- 
duced in the manufactories of Venice 
are mainly due, it is said, to the pecul- 
iar solution applied to tho surface. Pre- 
liminary to this application the glass is 
thoroughly cleaned with wot whiting, 
then washed with distilled water and 
prepared i'or the silver with a sensitiz- 
ing solution of tin, which is well rinsed 
off immediately before its removal to 
the silvering table, and tho latter be- 
ing raised to tho proper temperature 
tho glass is laid and t.ie silvering solu- 
tion at once poured over it bolero tho 
heat of the table has timo to dry any 
part of the surface of tlio glass. The so- 
lution used is prepared as follows: In 
one-half liter of distilled water 100 
grains eif nitrate of silver aro dissolved, 
to this being added 02 grains of liquid 
ammonia of 0.88 specific gravity.

mixture is filtered and made up to eight 
liters with distilled water, and 7 5-10 
grams ejf tartaric acid dissolved in 30 
grams of water are: mixed with the so- 
lution. About 2 5-10 liters aro poured 
over tho glass meter lo bo silvered, the 
metal immediately commencing to do- 
posit oil the glass, which is maintained 
at about 104 degrees F., and in a littlo 
more than a half hour a continuous coat- 
ing of silver is formed.

DARK AND COLD AS Z1RO. 


An Experiment Showing: tlic Vast Pressure 


Iu the Ocean's Linvosl Depths. 


Tho peculiar physical conditions of 


the deep sens may bo briefly stated to bo 
these: It is absolnte-ly dark, so far as 
actual sunlight is concerned; tho tem- 
perature is only a few degrees above 
freezing point, tho pressure is enormous, 
there is littlo or no movement of tho 
water, tho bottom is composed of a uni- 
form, fine, soft mud, and there is uo 
plant life. All cf there physical condi- 
tions one can appreciate, except tho 
enormous pressure. At a depth of 2, EDO 
fathoms the pressure is, roughly speak- 
ing, 2jo tons per square inch'—-that is 
to say, tho pressure per square inch upon 
the body of every animal that lives at 
The bottom of tho Atlantic ocean is about 
2fl times greater than the pvossnre that 
will drivo a railway train. 


Professor Moselcy describes an inter- 


esting experiment in point made during 
the voyage of tho Challenger. 
Mr. 


Buchanan hermetically sealed at both 
ends a thick glass tube full of air and 
several inches in length. Ho wrapped it. 
in flannel and placed it in O; wide copper 
tube, ono of those used to protect the 
deep sea thermometers when sent down 
with the sounding apparatus, This cop- 
per tube was closed by a lid fitting loose- 
ly and with holes in the bottom of it, 
and tho copper bottom of the tube simi- 
larly had holes bored through it. Tho 
water thus had free access to tho interior 
of tho tube when it was lowered into 
the soa, and the tube was necessarily 
constructed with that object in view, so 
that in its ordinary use the water should 
freely reach the contained thermometer. 


Tile copper oaso containing the sealed 


a tube was sent down to R depth of 


S/000 fathoms and drawn up again. 
It 


was thou found that the copper wall of 
the case was bulged and bent inward 
opposite tho place where the glass tube 
lay, just as if it had been crumpled in.- 
ward by being violently squeezed. Tho 
glass tube itself, within its flannel 
wrapper, was found vhen withdrawn 
reduced to a flue powder, like snow al- 
most. 


What had happened was that the seal- 


ed glass tube, sinking to gradually in- 
creasing depths, had held out long 
against tho pressure, but this at last 
had become too great for the glass to 
sustain, and the tube had suddenly given 
way. So violent had been the collapse 
that the water had not had time to rush 
in. at the perforations, but instead had 
crushed in the copper wall and. brought 
equilibrium in that maimer^ and this 
process ia exactly the reverse of an ex- 
plosion and ia termed by Sir Wyville 
Thompson an "implosion,"—Philadel-
